Church newspapers, with rare 
exceptions, tend to be dull, Dull 
not because they have to do 
with religion nor because of 
being papers, but because they 
are frequently neither one thing 
nor the other: neither expres- 
sions of good journalism nor ex- 
pressions of sound religion.

of unlettered zealots with some 
weird heresy to disseminate; or 
the plous piffle of ecclesiastical 
pedants, determined to instruct 
the faithful—word without end— 
in relatively unimportant mat- 
ters of the Christian life 

Church newspapers don't need 
to be like that, Not all are, And 
when we learn that that popu- 
lar Catholic layman and journal- 
ist, Robert W. Keyserlingk, of 
Montreal, is about to begin pub- 
lication of a new church paper, 
we rejoice 

After all, are not two of the 
most famous church weekly 
newspapers in the world edited 
in London, England, by laymen 
—The Tablet (Roman Catholic) 
and The Church Times (Angli- 
can)? Both are equally famed, 
foo, for their high level of cul- 
ture, freedom of discussion, and 
complete lack of that sort of 
“ecclesiasticism” which seems to 
assume that nothing may be 
read with safety to one’s soul 


unless the bishop himself hae 
either written it or read it first, 

Within the next few weeks, 
the Campion Press in Montreal 
will produce “The Ensign,” a 
weekly newspaper that will en- 
joy a complete freedom of “offi- 
cial” church control, being the 
organ of no diocese or arche 
diocese, yet setting itself in the 
fullest sense to serve the church 
and all her members. 

There are many matters of 
politics, economics, history, 
morals, theology, upon which the 
Roman Church takes no fixed 
view, and upon which even 
bishops may and do contradict 
each other with glorious and 
pontifical abandon, Such wide 
subjects, one may assume, will 
form the subect matter of “The 


Ensign's” columns. Subseribers 
will write and argue about what 
they like. 


Mr. Keyserlingk is known 
world-wide as the former man- 
aging director of British United 
Press. Active newspaper life has 
taken him to London, Berlin, 
Zurich, Paris and Rome, In 
Montreal his editor-in-chief will 
be Mr, Murray Ballantyne, editor 
of the Quebec edition of the 
Canadian Register. 

Religion today has gained a 
note of realism for many for 
whom its meaning, in the intel- 
lectual sense, may yet be far 
from clear, For even the great- 
est of minds it has its mysteries, 

But truth has no fear of rea- 
son, and the calm discussion of 
religion in the lay press, or in 
the religious press under lay 
editorship, has much of value in 
it. We wish “The Ensign” a wide 
circulation in Catholic and non- 
Catholic circles alike.

Holy Places Of 
Old Jerusalem 


FROM THE MANCHESTER

Every plan for Palestine, in- 


cluding the present plan for par 


tition, has rightly included special 
provisions for the care of the 
Holy Places of Jerusalem 

Now that Jerusalem is a battle- 
field and its future fate uncer- 
tain, it is of interest to recall 
just what these Holy Places are 
Jerusalem is holy to the Jews 
chiefly because it was there, on 
the great natural platform of 
rock, that Solomon built his tem- 
ple. This temple was burnt to 
the ground in A.D. 70, when Jer- 
usalem was taken by the Romans. 

On the site now stands the 
beautiful mosque known as the 
Dome of the Rock, which was 
built towards the end of the sev- 
enth century A.D., decorated by 
Suleiman the Magnificent in 1561, 
and heavily restored in the nine- 
teenth and twentieth centuries 

For all its age and beauty, how- 
ever, it is not the Dome of the 
Rock which makes Jerusalem 
holy to Moslems but the neighbor- 
ing Mosque al Aqsa, where Mo- 
hammed is said to have been 
cofveyed by God. Moslems also 
believe that it was from the Rock 
itself that the Prophet took flight 
to heaven on his magic steed 

To Christians, of course, Jerus- 
alem is holy because it was the 


scene of Christ's: Passion and 
burial but there is considerable 
dispute about the actual places 

In A.D, 326 the Emperor Con- 
stantine, after his conversion, 
gave orders for the holy sites to 
be determined and for two 
churches to be built, one over 
the tomb and the other over the 
place where the cross wags dis- 
covered 

The Basilica of the Cross com- 
pletely disappeared, with many 
other early Christian churches, 
in the destruction which followed 
the capture of the city by the 
Persians in the seventh century. 
But part of the Church of the 
Holy Sepulchre survived, though 
much damaged until replaced by 
a large Romanesque church in 
the time of the Crusaders, This 
in turn was rebuilt in 1799, de- 
stroyed by fire in 1808, and again 
rebuilt in 1810 

The present building, which Is 
shared by most of the Churches 
in Christendom and is the most 
important of the Holy Places, 
has only a few parts—-the Roman- 
esque facade, the transept and 
the eastern dome—left from the 
twelfth century church of the 
Crusaders 


It is a monument and not a 


relic; and neither shells nor fire 
could destroy its essential

Three Meals Doubtful

It is quite possible that the baby will put himself on a 
three-meal schedule before the parent considere him to 
be ready for it.
